The weather bureau, in its weekly 
summary «f crop and weather condi- 
tions in sduthern states, made public 
today, addeil that in Texas picking 
has been nearly completed, except in 
the northwest, while the crop is near- 
ly out in most sections of, Oklahoma. 
There ts much unpicked cotton re- 
maining on the lowlands of Arkansas 
but that which is still out is general- 
ly badly stained and of a low grade; 
cotton is mostly picked elsewhere in 
the state. There is ‘still considerable 
to pick in parts of Tennessee, and 
some remains in the fields in Nerth 
Carolina. There was some damag 
by rain in the Imperial Valley o 
California. 


Fall truck generally: did well in 
Gulf districts, though there was some 
frost injury in southern Alabama at 
the close of last week. The cool 
weather was favorable for ripening 
cane in the southeast, and the sugar 
content of this crop improved in 
Louisiana, by reason of the more fa- 
vorable weather, but is still low. 
Hardy vegetables show improvement 
in the South Atlantic states and con- 
ditions were favorable for stripping 
tobacco in the middle Atlantic area 
and Ohio valley. 


Conditions by States. 


Maryland: Cold week and wet weather 
first half interfered with outdoor operations. 
Bulk of corn husked. Some lIate potatoes 
yet to dig in extreme west. Tobacco strip- 
ping continues. Some plowing done. Butch- 
ering and wood-cutting in progress. Early- 
sown grain in good condition, but growing 
slowly; later-sown coming up. Pastures 
poor. 
Virginia: Week comparatively dry and 
cold. Winter grains doing well. Pastures 
continued fair to good. Favorable for mar- 
keting tobacco and for the usual farm work 


of the season. 

North Carolina: Week cold; rainf light. 
Favorable for farming activities.* Good 
progress housing crops, but still some cot- 
ton and corn remaining in fields. Winter 
grain and hardy truck doing fairly well. 
Seeding lettuce completed in southeast. 

South Carolina: Winter cereals in good 
condition and late planting coming up to 
good stands; planting practically finished. 
Hardy vegetables in interior improved and 
spinach, turnips and cabbage of coast doing 
well, but warmer weather needed. Streams 
continue low. 

Georgia: Light rains, with moderately 
cold weather most of week and some frost. 
Wheat, oats and rye well advanced and af- 
fording good grazing. Planting cereals near- 
ing completion, .Cool weather favorable for 
ripening of sugar cane; grinding making good 
progress. Plowing for spring crops hack- 
ward on account of considerable precipita- 
tion during October and November. 

Florida: Frost damaged truck in west 
last week and truck, berries and other ten- 
der plants suffered forepart of current week 
in north and central divisions. Low tem- 
peratures benefited citrus fruits. Oats fair 
progress; local planting continued. General 
farm work advanced. Shipments truck -in- 
creased from south, Torrential rains last 
days in portions of south and south-central 
divisions, with gales, unfavorable. 

Alabama: Rainfall general and locally 
heavy beginning of week: remainder fair. 
Cotton and corn practically all gathered; 
an insignificant amount of cotton unginned. 
Sowing oats progressed slowly; early-sown 
floing well. Digging sweet potatoes progress- 
ing; some rotting in ground in scattered 
areas. Planting winter cabbage in coast 
region progressed well. Frost at close of 
previous week killed or injured tender vege- 
tation in coast region. Remaining pastures 
mostly poor. Sugar cane grinding continues 
in south. Shipments of satsuma oranges 
well advanced for season. 

Mississippi: Generally fair, except light 
precipitation in south Friday, and light to 
moderate in north Thursday and Friday. 
Seasonable farm work made .good progress. 
Some cotton remaining in fields in north 
considerably damaged, Pastures checked by 
cold in north, but good progress’ in south. 

Louisiana: Favorable weather for all 

fail work. Much cane cut and ground; 
some damaged cane windrowed to retard 
deterioration; sugar eontent somewhat im- 
proved, but still low. Rice threshing con- 
tinued. Considerable fall plowing and road 
work done. Oats and truck doing well. 
and generally fair with 
excessive sunshine; ideal for harvesting, 
seeding and plowing. Progress and condi- 
tion of pastures, winter wheat and oats 
mostly very good; of truck good. Citrus 
and truck shipments large. Progress in 
picking cotton rapid and about completed, 
except in northwest. 
, Oklahoma: Mild and pleasant; light scat- 
tered rain ohe day. Very good progress 
picking and ginning cotton, which is nearly 
completed most sections, practically all 
low grade. Harvesting corn and grain 
sorghums about finished. Wheat good to 
excellent but some yet to be planted. WNa- 
tive pastures fair; wheat pasture good. 

Arkansas: Moderate temperature and light 
precipitation; one to two rainy days. Favor- 
able:for picking cotton and gathering fall 
crops; much unpicked cotton on lowlahds, 
but most of it picked elsewhere; cotton 
that opened late excellent, but mixed with 
dirty, stained fiber, making grade very 
poor; corn nearly all gathered. Favorable 
weather for growing crops. 

Tennessee: Temperature nearly normal 
and rain only on one or two days gave 
fairly good weather. Wheat, oats, rre and 
barley fair te very good. Clover poor to 
fair. Pastures fairly good and live stock 
about normal. Considerable cotton yet un- 
picked in some localities. 

Kentucky: Corn gathering continued until 
stopped by rain middle of week; fields 
rather soft. Wheat made some growth, 
but checked later by freezes; rye and grass 
pastures fair, but moderate feeding neces- 
sary; stock in good condition. Favorable 
for tobacco atripping. 


WARNING OF FRAUD 
ISSUED IN TRADING 
IN GERMAN MARKS 


New York,- December 2.—(/)— 


Warning against a new form of fraud 
in connection with trading in Ger- 
man marks was issued today by the 
commerce and marine commission of 
the American Bankers’ association. 
The warning was particularly against 
transactions based on a misrepresenta- 
tion of the application of the Ger- 
man revaluation law to holdings h 
paper mark bonds, especially post- 
war bonds. 

Certain firms in all parts of the 
country were said to be promoting 
sales of German securities by repre- 
senting that both pre-war and post- 
war mark bonds can be revalued on 
the basis of 15 per cent or more of 
their face value. The actual com- 
putation must be based on an in- 
finitesimal fraction of this amount, 
the association warned.

In thé absence of Belcher, Head 
made thtee of the men. sit on the back 
seat of their own car. Suddenly one 
of the men grasped a gun which had 
been concealed and opened fire oa 
Head, according to the report. When 
the shooting occurred, the others in 
the car jumped out and ran. The first 
shot fired from the car hit Officer 
Head, but he followed the men down 
the street and shot twice, he said. 

Head was carried to Grady hospital 
following the shooting, which Belcher 
reported to headquarters. 

Rogers Gilbert, one of those ar- 
rested in connection with the shoot- 
ing, was apprehended early Wednes- 
day afternoon. He was recently con- 
victed in Fulton superior gourt on a 
charge of voluntary manslaughter in 
connection with the slaying of Leon- 
ard Lankford, who «lived at 1141-2 
Garnett street.

' Lendon, December 2.—(4)—Rud- 
yard Kipling has been stricken with 
double pneumonia at the little Sus 
sex village of Burwash.

‘popular demand.” And the Guardian 
ndds: “If things turn out according 
io this plan it would be impossible for 
the newspapers of the world not to 
make some universal expression of 
their sympathy with the great Italian 
journal,” which has stood so long for 
all that the press is supposed to 


etand for.”

The Petit Parisien says that events 
in Syria are being distorted in a “‘scan- 
dalous fashion” and that there is no 
truth in the versions published in the 
British and French newspapers. “But 
till the situation is very serious,” the 
paper adds. “Damascus can only 
reached by small convoys, preceded by 
an armed detachment and followed by 
a tank. Druses or ordin&ry bandits 
are waiting around for an opportunity 
to pillage and massacre. In the rebel 
quarter at Damascus, which was bom- 
barded, not a single mosque was de- 
stroyed and the photographs publish- 
ed abroad are faked. In one of these 
photos a building described as

Tolstoy 
Tragedy. 


While Tolstoy’s sons were in New 
York, his daughter was in London to 
dispel the myths which have gathered 
about their mother and their famous 
father. It cannot be said that the mis- 
sion was not needed. The Tolstoy 
family once enacted a strange tragedy, 
of that there can be no doubt. But 
most people have misunderstood the 
essentials of it. There are some who 
champion Tolstoy as the idealist, the 
spiritual knight errant, the altruist 
who stands next in line to Saint Fran- 
cis, of Assissi, who was unfortunately 
wedded to a woman who nagged him, 
thwarted him, exploited him and drove 
him from home. But Mrs. Tolstoy was 
not the evil-tempered shrew, the dread- 
ful Xantippe that people have made her. 
She'saw that if her husband's genius 
carried out his altruism literally, the 
whole family would have been pauper- 
ized. She had a practical mind and 
staved off the financial ruin that the 
novelist would cheerfully have brought 
about. The tragedy in. the Tolstoy 
family sprang from a’conflict between 
equal rights.

As the fight took on a more serious 
aspect violence began to appear in

Later the quarantine was lifted and 
things went smoothly until a few 
weeks: ago when the tick again was 
discovered on the southern border of 
the county. A new quarantine fol-

The Mitchell court-martial ended the

All parties, to the trial were en-

Howze, court president, to “take no- 
tice” of the regulations, stop wran-

The admont- 
tion. it was immediately explained, 
applied to all court attendants. de- 
fense and prosecution alike. From 
then on. only an occasional flurry 
marked the otherwise routine proceed- 
ings. 

The prosecution continued presenta- 
tion of evidence by naval officers. 
Commander Kenneth Whiting, its 
first. witness today, testified that, in 
general, the United States is “ahead 
of Great Britain in naval aviation 
development”; conceded that the pres- 
ent policy of the navy is not suited 
to bring out the best work of its per- 
sonnel in aviation; and asserted that 
naval constructors were taking ad- 
vantage of lessons learned in the 
bombing tests with the hull of the 
battleship Washington to make fu- 
ture capital ships better able to with- 
stand bombs and torpedoes.

RAILWAY BONDS 
IN U. S. PLANNED 


New York, December 2,—()—Pros- 
pects that a $100,000,000 bond issue 
for the German railways will be solid 
in the United States early next year

The withholding of the decision has 
considerably eased the tension of the 
situation and given rise to the belief 
that 'the Free State and Ulster will 
themselves reach a settlement on the 
broad basis of the existing boundary. 
This will be subject to financial 4&r- 
rangements necessitated by the Irish 
treaty, whereby the Free State agreed 
to assume a percentage of the United 
Kingdom’s publie debt, variously esti- 
mated at 5,000,000 pounds, sterling, to 
$19,000,000 annually, but of which 
nothing has been paid yet.

Constitution building stands and the 
Terminal station spreads itself seem- 
ed to defy the axman, while the 
stretching chapparals of scrub to the 
northward spelled more grubbing and 
sweating than was fascinating to a 
prosperous farmer. So the “argo- 
nauts” who came hopefully, slept on 
their saddles over night and with the 
dawn hit the long, long trail back 
“to whar we're at!” 
Now and then among them some op- 
timistie spirit felt the thrill .of the 


invisible, developed the faith which 
is “the substance of things hoped 
for” and sure to be, and decided to 
camp on the conditions precedent. 

The gregarious instinct, the commu- 
nal spirit, is the gift of God to His 
created sons and daughters. It is 
the attraction of gravitation absorbed 
from nature by human nature. By 
its force the family, the tribe, the na- 
tion, civilization and the church have 
been inchoated and have attained their 
world estates. 

That “gang together” spirit, excited 
further by the hope of betterment of 
one’s fortunes, brought other settlers 
hitherward, and after several years 
from the location of Terminus that 
drawing together began to presage the 
future community.

This talk was tallowed by one from 
Mrs. Gaertner on some of the artists 
of the period, Benjamin West in par- 
ticular, She showed how. it was his 
wonderful personality and charm 
which had led the people of his time 
to rate him so high as an artist and 
how it was now realized that he had 
been very much overrated. 

Mrs. Pickering Robson, a guest in 
Atlanta, American born, but living 
now in England, married to a lineal 
descendent of Benjamin West’s, gavé 
some exceedingly interesting side 
lights on his history. She told many 
things, culled from old letters and 
documents in the family, and showed 
some very ancient documents which 
she held in her possession, some dat- 
ing from a. fifteen hundreds. 


Inman Speaks. 

Mrs. Samual Inman told of the life 
and work of Gilbert Stuart, the great- 
est artist of his period and possibly 
the greatest that the U. §8. had pro- 
duced. He had come back from Eng- 
land to this country because of his in- 
tense admiration of Washington and 
a desire to paint his portrait. Mrs. 
Inman told mos: interestingly of 
Stuart’s high estimate of the remark- 
able character of Washington and of 
the various portraits of him and the 
conditions under which they were 
painted. ‘There are in existence only 
two Gilbert Stuart portraits of Wash- 
ington peas directly from life, the 
others being replicas, although by 
Stuart himself. 

Mrs. Hinman pointed out how the 
life and character of the time had af- 
fected the art, and showed how the 
vigor and strettgth of the new country 


prevented the artists from falling into} 


the errors of the more effete civiliza- 
tion of the mother country. In Eng- 
land the relic of a dying and weak- 
ened classicism was shown in the 
artificial poses of the dames of high 
degree who are so often pictured -as 
nymphs, Ariadnes, St. Cecelias, and 
other mythological characters. In 
early American art there is none of 
this, but instead a true dignity and 
strength, free from: affectation. Soon 
came a period of great patriotism 
which is refiected in the war pictures 
which are not of such great value in 
themsclyes as for their historical in- 


terest, 
Curios Exhibited.
